HE Bond which is now publiſhed, was entered inte 
by the Regent and many of the Nobilicy, Barons 
and Commiſſioners for Burghs, upon the Queens Dez 
miſſion in favours of her Son the Prince, By the 
Tenor it appears to have been begun immediatly after the 
Queen'sDemiffion, which was upon the twenty fourth ofF«/y 
567. being forinaugurating the King, and puting the Crown 
Royal upon his Head. Ir bears Date at Edindwrgb, and was 
ſigne4 by Regent Murref upon the 22 of Auguſt thereafter 
when he rerurned from Frence, and accepted of the Govern- 
ment-; And ſince that time, by the other Subſcribers in 
their reſpe&ive Shires before the Meeting of the Parliament, 
holden' by the Regent upon the 15 of December that ſame 
car. 

4 The Subſcriptions of ſo many Papiſts as well as Proteſtants} 
are full Evidences that the ſettlement of the Crown upon 
King Fame: the Sixth, was an AR acceptable to the whole
